Mayor Foy also commented that Com Ed recently presented the City with a plaque and check for

$101, 488.00 for incentive programs in which the City has been participating in'

Mayor Foy then introduced Randy Cohn from McDonald's who presented checks to the Police and

Fire Departments with a combined total of $1600.00 from fund raising programs held by the

restaurant. Mr. Cohn stated that since the re-opening of McDonnald's, sales has been up l8% with

excellent customer satisfaction. Of the nearly 75 employees at the restaurant, at least 35 are from

the Ciry of Burbank and over $10,000.00 has been donated back to the community. Mr- Cohn then

presenied Christmas gifts of coffee cups to the Council and Department heads in appreciation of a

great partnership.

The Chair. recognized Lynn Kozola of 8155 South Latrobe who thanked the City for making an

attempt to corrJct the parking problem at 79th Street and Latrobe Ave.
